Contracts With County 
Board For Three Year's 
Work. 



The Louisa High School and the 
graded schools opened last Monday 
wllh large attendance. 

The High School starts off with an 
enrollment of SO. The board closed 
a contract with the Lawrence County- 
Board of Education for teaching the 
County High School for three years, 
so that pupils from the county may 
attend free. 

The faculty consists of five teach- 
ers Profs. S. B. Codbey, principal. N. 
Q. Gilmer, W. A. Dorsett and Miss 
Robinson. The music and expression 
teacher will arrive later. Oodbey and 
Gilmer were here last year. 

Mr. Dorsett Is from Indiana and will 
teach science and have charge of ath- 
letics. 

Miss Robinson is from Georgetown. 
Ky. She takes the place held last year 
by Miss Hall and comes very highly 
recommended. 

The board has rented the entire 
building owned by R. L Vinson on 
upper Madison street to be used in ad- 
dition to Masonic hall. Additional 
quarters will be provided for the mu- 
llc and expression department. 

This is a school which will meet ev- 
ery requirement of the law, with full 
credits to those who pass. Pupils can 
attend with full assurance that they 
will have the best advantages in ap- 
proved high school work.

Deadlock Over Eastern 
Kentucky Location. 

Frankfort, Ky., Sept. 1.— Murray 
won out in the selection of the site for 
the new Western Kentucky State Nor- 
mal School at the meeting of the com- 
mission held In Judge E. C. O'Rear's 
office here today. Tbe vote stood five 
to three. 

Chairman O'Rear, Sherman Good- 
paster, secretary of the Kentucky 
Jockey Club; former Senator Thomas 
A. Combs of Lexington, County Judge 
E. W, Senff of Mt. Sterling and Rep- 
resentative W. S. Wallen of Prestons- 
burg. the commissioners appointed by 
Speaker James H. Thompson, voted 
for Murray. The three commissioners 
appointed by Lieut. Gov. S. Thurston 
Ballard. Alex G. Barrett and Judge 
Arthur Peter of Louisville, and J, L. 
Harman of Bowling Green voted for 
May-field. 

The commission adjourned in a 
deadlock over the location of the Eas- 
tern school and no statement was 
made as to how the commission voted 
In the nineteen ballots tale n. It is 
understood that the contest finally re- 
solved itself into a division between 
Morehead and Paintsville, four of the 
commissioners appointed by the Speak 
er probably voting for Morehead and 
those appointed by the Lieutenant 
Governor, and Representative Wallen, 
who lives there, standing by the Ban- 
ly Valley where the educational sur- 
vey said the school should be locuted. 
West Liberty Gets Votes. 

It is reported, too. that at one time. 
West Liberty received two votes. 
Chairman O'Rear had openly advo- 
cated the selection of West Liberty. 
Louisa also received some votes. 

A large delegation was here today 
from West Liberty but no Morehead 
representatives were present and 
.Morehead people express no doubt 
Uiut they will get the five votes neces- 
sury to choice. 

Chairman Ralney T. Wells of the. 
State Tax Commission, was on hand 
looking after the interests of Murray 
up to the time the commission enter- 
ed into executive session. Princeton 
also had a few representatives on the 
ground. 

Murray Must Meet Demands. 

Alex G. Barrett and Judge Setoff 
were appointed a committee to ar- 
range details with citizens of Murray, 
who must convey the land in fee, 
make a gift of land or money to tho 
value of $100,000. satisfy the commis- 
sion as to the purity and sufficiency 
of Us water supply and meet such 
other requirements as may be impos- 
ed by the commission. 

N'uno of the Eastern contestants 
have been dropped from consideration 
and it Is probable that before the com- 
mission meets again more complete 
data about the various towns wii be 
collected. 

• • • * 

Meeting of the Normal School COM' 
mission for another ballot on the Eas- 
tern Kentucky site is expected with- 
in two or three weeks, certainly be- 
fore October H according to a member 
of the commisslou who said ttnn ctn- 
tlrmation of the different towns' 
claims and elaboration of advantages 
offered will be under advisement in 
the interim. No formal committee was 
appointed agreeing to make it a mat- 
ter of personal study. 

There were no arbitrary positions 
taken by any members In the contro- 
versy over the selection of the East- 
ern Kentucky site, according lo tne 
commissioner, who said that the meet- 
ng was carried out In a distinctly 
friendly tone, and that the failure t» 
agree was due solely to honest vari- 
ance of opinion on the merits of the 
sites under consideration. 

"There is not a town on the list that 
will not make a creditable location for 
a Normal School," the commissioner 
said in commenting on the selectlo* 
of Murray.

MO RE ABOUT THE 
NORMAL SCHOOLS 



The Courier-Journal has had con- 
slderably more to say about the selec- 
tion of sites for the normal schools, 
from which we copy the following 

Alex G. Barrett, member of the 
Commsslon. said In an Interview: 

"Regarding Morehead as the site for 
the Eastern school, residents of this 
town were Instrumental in having the 
method of selection changed from 
choice by the State Board of Educa- 
tion to this commission consisting of 
live House and three Senate appoin- 
tees." he said. "Whether there Is any 
foundation to the statement that sup- 
port of the Thompson tax hill was 
promised by Morehead Interests in re- 
turn for a promise to locate the school 
In that town Is another matter of 
which I have no knowledge." 

Appeared Open-Mindad. 
"All the members of the commission 
appeared to me. ..to be always open- j 
minded and attentive to the argu- j 
menta advanced by each of the towns. 
Numerous persona told me they knew 
It was all fixed for Murray. i'adueah j 
residents especially, misconstrued a | 
speech by Judge E. C. O'Rear, chair- 
man of the commission, in which he 
s.iiii he was a "small town man." to 
Indicate that I'adueah had no chance 
for the normal school." 

Members of the commission will j 
spend the next three weeks collecting 
data on Hie towns of Eastern Ken- 
ucky which are bidding for Selection 
is the site for the new normal school 
to be located In that section of the 
j Slate. Judge Arthur I'eter. a member 
of the commission said, last night. 

The commission will probably meet 
daring the last week of September, he 
said. The commission adjourned Fri- 
day to meet at the call of Judge O'- 
Rear at such a time that all the mem- 
bers can be present. 

Alter selecting Murray for the 
Western School by a vote of 5 to S. 
-.he commission was deadlocked for 
twenty ballot*, with 4 votes each for 
Morehead and Falntsvlllc. 

Morehead. according to Judge I'eter 
received the votes of Judge O'Rear, of 
Frankfort. Sherman Goodpaster. treas- 
urer of the Kentucky Jockey Club; i 
Thomas A. Combs of Lexington, and : 
Earl W. Senff of Mt. Sterling. These I 
men are House appointees. 

The Senate appointees Judge I'eter , 
and Mr. Barret of Louisville, and J.. 
L. Hal-man of Bowling Green, were 
Joined by W. S. Wallen of Frestons- | 
burg. In sup|>or! of I'alntsvflle. 

Morehead. Judge I'eter said must 
offer conclusive proof that the build- 
ings offered In lieu of the *|>ecitted ] 
$100,000 are worth that amount of, 
money, or. failing to offer buildings 
of such a value, to deposit a sufficient 
amount of money to make up the dif- 
ference. 

After examining the buildings In 
Morehead Judge I'eter said he hardly 
thought they were worth $100,000. 

Selection for the site for the new 
school Is difficult In Eastern Kentucky 
because of the lack of roads and rail- 
way facilities and because of the 
mountains, he said. In some cases a 
road trip of 100 miles must be made 
to rcuch towns only a few miles apart, 
because of the Impassable mountain 
l«ths. he said. 

Two other towns received votes on , 
the earlier ballots. Judge Feter said, i 
Judge O'Rear voted for W#st Libert] 
and Louisa also received a vole. 

Unless something can be done to | 
break the deadlock, the commission 
will have to abandon Morehead and 
l"alntsvllle and select another town In 
which Louisa stands the best show. 
Transportation facilities at West Lib- 
erty are so i>oor. Judge I'eter said, 
that selection of this town would be 
unwise. 

I'ubllcity whereby Morehead was 
said to have been favored In an al- 
leged political deal Is said to have in- 
fluenced Mr. Wallen In his vote for 
Falnlsville. Morehead supporters had 
counted his vote assured. It Is said. 

The rciiort that Mr. Wallen voted 
for I>ali>isvllle because of the alleged 
poliu?al deal In Morehead's favor Is 
rather exaggerated Mr. Barret said, 
for Mr. Wallen would naturally be in 
favor of the Big Sandy town since It 
is in his section of the Eastern part 
of the State. Mr. Wallen voted for 
Falntsvllle both In the Lexington and 
Frankfort meeting of the commission, 
ho said.

We haven't political parties 
<l»y as they were understood at one 
tint in thr history of this country 
We have what might be called po- 
Lttral organizations carrying thi 
lUinag of ancient political parties. 

In other words, the political par- 
ties have a name tn live but they 
nic dead 

The reason they are in this con- 
dttion is because they have aban- 
il nr,l gregl, fundamental principle! 
ol ^'overiitucnL and doctrines of the 
i .institution. They abandoned 
Hieni hoping that they might nur- 
icinlrr principles for policies. 

Von can't build a great party on 
a policy; it must l>« builded on a 
principle. 

If the parties of this countrv »re 
to be revived and invigorated' you 
must inject into their backbone the 




vims of inviolable principles, fun- 
lainental doctrines, constitutional 
programs . 

Men tell you that the reason for 
the chaotic political situation of to- 
day is the primary election law. 
They say that the direct primary 
Nan destroyed party orifanization 
<nd responsibility. They want the 
primary law repealed. The pri- 
mary law will not be repealed. It 
lght to be amended and in the fol- 
lowing particular: 

FIRST: Amend the law by cre- 
ating the right to hold a PRE-pri- 
msry party convention. If the 
party would meet in a pre-primary 
convention and nominate a ticket 




thii would not prevent any 

vidua! or any number of illdisi 

from using the provision of the di- 
rect primary law and filing their 
declaration of candidacy for office. 

It would have the effect, however, 
of making the individual stand alone, 
on his merits, and independent of 
party support. 

The pre - primary convention 
would file its slate under the same 
provision. When that slate was 
filed, the candidate under that fil- 
ing would have the support, in- 
dorsement, and influence of tbe 
party. 

In that way you would crystal- ' 
tie the party, restore its organiza'- 
tion, rcsjionsibility, and account- 
ability, and at the 'same time you 
would preserve to the individual 
the right to rile independently un- 
der the prima: > law. 

SECOND: You ought to amend 
the primary law and raise the <|uali- 
fications for office Men who are 
not qualified for the position have no 
right to be elected, if you want 
to save representative government 
raise the standard of office holders.
